624 (E), dated, the 24th July, 1998 in the Gazette of India 
Extraordinary Part Il-section 3 (ii) dated 24th July, 1998, 
inviting objections and suggestions from persons likely to be 
affected thereby, before the expiry of a period of forty five 
days from the date on which copies of the Gazette containing 
the said notification are made available to the public; 

And, whereas the said Gazette was made available to 
the public on 28th July, 1998; 

And, whereas the objections and suggestions received 
in respect of the said order has been duly considered by the 
Cenfral Government; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by

(1) after one year from the date of publication of this 
Order, the manufacture and use of the following 
pesticides shall be prohibited, namely :— 

(i) Methomyl 12,5% L formulation, 

(ii) Phosphamidon 85% SL; 

(2) there shall not be any registration or grant of 
manufacturing licence for the production or 
formulation of Methomyl 12.5% L and phosphamidon 
85% SL formulations; 

(3) the manufacturing licences issued to various 
registrants of Methomyl 12.5% L and Phosphamidon 
85% SL for setting up of manufacturing units shall 
stand cancelled in respect of those firms or persons 
which are yet to create facilities for manufacture of the 
said formulations. 

(4) the certificate of registration in respect of 
Methomyl 12.5% L and Phosphamidon 85% SL in 
respect of those registrations who are yet to obtain 
manufacturing licences is hereby cancelled;
